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THE  CLORE-GLiHE  FAI.ULY 

The  history  of  this  family  in  America  begins  with  one  Llichael  Cl  ore 
who  came  to  America  from  Germany  in  1717.  Though  his  intended  desti¬ 
nation  was  PennsyjftraMa  he  was  driven  by  circumstances  to  Virginia. 

The  name  appears  in  several  forms.  In  the  Birth  Register  of  the  old 
Hebron  Lutheran  Church  near  Had  is  on  Court  House,  Virginia,  which  is 
written  in  German  and  begins  with  the  year  1750,  the  name  appears  as 
HI  or,  which  undoubtedly  represents  the  original  German  spelling. 

In  the  civil  records  variant  spellings  are  found,  as  Claur,  Clav/r, 
Cla.wre,  and  perhaps  others.  The  most  general  spelling  used  today  by 
descendants  is  Cl ore  though  Glore  is  sometimes  found.  In  this  history 
the  spelling  Clore  will  loused  in  referring  to  the  family  generally 
while  in  giving  specific  references  the  spelling  favored  by  de¬ 

scendants  will  be  used.  Likewise  in  quoting  any  original  record  the 
spelling  found  there  will  be  preserved* 

The  interest  in  one’s  name  is  natural.  The  origin,  however,  of  this 
name  is  uncertain.  When  surnames  were  first  coming  into  use  many 
German  names  were  given  to  the  lower  classes  in  derision.  The  name 
Clore  does  not  seem  to  be  such  a  name.*  Neither  does  it  represent  an 
occupation  or  trade,  as  Schmidt,  Schneider,  and  the  like.  The  verv 
brevity  of  the  name  leaves  little  opportunity  for  determining  its 
ultimate  origin. 

Persistent  efforts  to  find  the  precise  locality  in  Germany  from 

which  Michael  Clore  came  have  so  far  failed.  He  was  one  of  a  colony 

of  £0  high  Germans.  The  Rev.  John  Caspar  Stoever  who  once  ministered 

to  the  Hebron  congregation  in  a  pamphlet  concerning  this  congregation* 

written  in  1737,  states  that  these  families  came  from  Alsace,  the 

Palatinate,  and  adjacent  places.  A  different  version  a  >penrr  : 

Moravian  Diaries,,  written  in  1743  and  published  in  the  ALrgj

the  community  in  1748  consisted  of  80  German  families,  the 

that  most  oi  the  families  were  frora  V/urtenburg  may  be  entirely  correct 
though  not  applicable  to  those  of  the  1717  colony • 

Nicholas  Yager  belonged  to  the  1717  colony,  and  his  naturalization 
paper,  dated  tul y  13,  1722  (now  in  court  house  at  Madison,  Va),  dej i- 
scnbes  him  as  a  native  of  Weichersbach/  ( Wicker sbach? ) ,  Hesse,  Ger¬ 
many.  A  tradition  not  based  on  contemporary  records  but  worthy  cf  con¬ 
sideration  gives  the  German  home  of  Nicholas  Yager  as  Hidroback  (Nie~ 
derbach? ) .  Adam  Yager* s  naturalization  paper  (he  was  son  of  Nicholas), 
dared  sept.  19,  1730,  makes  him  a  native  of  Fulkenston  (through  which 
a  line  has  been  drawn  and  Frankenstein  written  above  by  an  early  hand), 
near  Dusseldorf  in  the  Dukedom  of  Neuberg,  Germany*  Of  the  above 
named  places  only  Dusseldorf  can  be  placed.  The  other  places  seem  no 
longer  to  exist  or  perhaps  have  been  incorporated  into  larger  cities. 
But  even  if  they  could  be  located  not  one  of  them  need  hafre  been  the 
hone  of  Michael  Cl ore,  who  came  on  the  same  boat  with  Nicholas  Yager. 

It  would  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  20  families  of  the  1717 
colony  came  from  the  same  German  vicinity  but  in  view  of  the  statement 
made  by  otoever  in  1737  their  more  diffuse  origin  was  recognized.  It 
is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  we  can  not  be  more  definite. 

The  present  writer  published  an  article  on  the  German  Colony  of  1717 
in  uhe  ---.P.-Tign  and  mary  College  Quarterly,  issues  of  October,  1917, 
January  and  April,  1918.  He  there  attempts  to  reconstruct  this  colonv 

of  80  fanilles  whose  names  ^d  come  down  variously  through  different 
lines  of  tradition.  He  is  convinced  now  more  than  ever  that  his  recon¬ 
struction  is  correct.  It  is  based  upon  the  ground  that  the  18  persons 
being  sued  by  Col.  Spotswood  in  Spotsylvania  Co.,  Va,  July  7,  1724  for 
bhe  1  allure  to  pay  the  cost  of  their  transportation  we^e  he^na 
for  the  violation  (alleged)  of  the  sane  contract,  namely,  the  one  of 
I’/  ty.  no  other  interpretation  is  reasonable.  The  none  of  Michael 
Cl0re  is  aaon-5  those  being  sued.  He  hov/ever  fared  better  in  the  suit

tfcan  tnc'  othe:rs  of  the  colony  since  on  his  agreement  to  pay  costs  he 
was  non-stir  ted.  We  can  only  guess  at  the  reason  for  this  favor.  Pos¬ 
sibly  he  was  of  more  substantial  means  and  was  able  to  pay  Col. 

Spotswood' s  demands  in  full.  The  others  were  compelled  to  serve 
Spotswood.  another  full  year* 

The  circumstances  leading  to  this  eight-year  period  of  bondage  were 
as  follows.  One  Captain  Scott  had  contracted  to  carry  these  Germans 
to  Pennsylvania  but  his  ship  was  delayed  in  London  for  many  months 
while  the  Qaptain  was  in  prison  dor  debt.  Evidently  through  this  de¬ 
lay  for  which  they  were  in  no  way  responsible  they  had  exhausted  their 
stock  of  provisions  and  had  to  make  outlay  for  which  they  were  not 
prepared.  Tne  captain  was  finally  released  and  the  voyage  continued 
but  being  deprived  of  the  necessities  of  life  many  of  them  died  during 
the  passage.  Their  intended  destination  was  Pennsylvania  where  they 
had  been  invited  by  the  great  Penn  but  either  driven  by  adverse  storms 
or  else  through  the  deliberate  intent  of  the  captain  they  were  brought 
to  I'irginia.  The  captain,  ’whose  heart  evidently  had  not  been  touched 
by  his  own  recent  experiences  in  London,  refused  to  release  them,  claim 
xn_  that  they  had  Tailed  to  pay  the  full  costs  of  transporta¬ 

tion,  which  charge  was  probably  correct  due  to  no  fault  of  their  own. 
•Governor  Spotswood  then  enters  the  picture.  He  paid  the  captain  for 
their  transportation  and  they  in  turn  signed  an  agreement  (which  they 
later  claimed  not  to  have  fully  understood)  by  which  they  became  the 
governor  s  indentured  servants.  The  governor  then  settled  them  at 
Germnna  along  with  the  1714  colony,  about  80  miles  from  Fredericks¬ 
burg  and  apparently  precisely  on  the  land  which  was  to  be  150  years 
later  the  battlefield  of  the  Wilderness.  The  following  years  are  de- 
scriuoo  as  a  period  of  great  privation.  In  1784  they  sought  relief 

Grom  their  bondage  but  were  detained  by  Col  Spotswood  (now  no  longer 
governor)  by  the  suit  referred  to  above  for  another  year.  Thus  did

they  exchange  the  tyranny  of  the  old  world  for  a  tyranny  in  the 
l«nd  o.t  j. i"ber  e  ilieir  r e_i. ease  came  in  1725  at  which  time  they  removed 
in  a  body  about  30  miles  due  west  to  the  Robinson  River  valley  in 
present  Madison  County  but  then  still  a  part  of  Spotsylvania  County, 
Their  eight  years  of  bondage  seem  to  have  been  burnt  into  thei^  v<=rv 
sou-1  s  and  there  are  many  later  references  to  it.  The  latest  of  these 
is  found  iri  a  petition  (apparently  belonging  to  1776)  published  in  the 

,  Iia.gazine__p_f  History  and  Biograuhy.  Vol.  XVIII,  268.  Part  of 
this  petition  will  now  be  given: 

" Sheweth 

inat  our  fathers,  who  lived  under  an  arbitrary  prince  in  G-n>,~ 
many.  and  the  Germans  being  particularly  invited  by  the  on*ble":/il  linn 
Penn,  k>enr,  jiisqr  Proprietor  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania  to  settle 
in  his  province  .  .  .  our  fathers  ventured  their  lives  and  ’fortune**" 
to  come  into  a  land  of  Liberty  „  .  .  They  journeyed  to  London  &  there 
agreed  witn  a  Ca plain  to  land  them  and  their  families  in  Pennsyvania 
but  he  prov  d  false  and  landed  them  against  their  will  and  agreem^t 
in  Virginia  and  sold  them  for  servants.  On  our  arrival,  the  loss  of 
their  estates  and  the  snare  the  Captain  had  drov’d  them  in  was  not" 
equal  with  ^he  loss  they  v/ere  at,  in  not  under  standing  the^n^i -•  sh 
tongue  which  rendered  it  impossible  to  join  in  the  worship  ofGod 
tiij.  t.iey  were  iree  and.  the  Lord  directed  a  Zoar  for  them  »r e  thev 
could  exercise  themselves  in  the  Christian  religion  as  thev  w^e  y 
taught  by  their  parents  in  Europe.  Boon  after  they  were  gathe^d  to 
the  place  where  we  now  live  they  concluded  to  build  a  Church  and  a 
ochool  house. ^  oout  first  they  being  just  free  were  to  Poor  .  ,  .  thev 
petitioned  the. Governor  and  the  House  of  Burgesses  »  .  ,  and.  ashed* 
redress  oi  iheir  Grievance,  which  was  so  granted  that  they  had  license 
to  collect  money,  build  a  church,  call  a  minister  ...  Pull  o "  love 

con,  gratitude  lor  this  advance  they  send  Three  of  the  Congregation 
to  Europe  .  .  .  ° 

Here  we  have  additional  proof,  if  any  is  necessary,  that  the  18  men, 
including  Michael  Clone,  being  sued  in  1724  by  Spotswood  belonged  to 
the  1717  colony.  Although  the  first  person  pronoun  is  used 
this  petition  in  referring  to  the  original  colonists  probably  not  one 
ol  the  original  heads  was  still  living  when  the  petition  was  made. 
Undoubtedly  some  who  were  children  in  1717  were  still  alive.  The 
mentioned  in  the  petition  is  obviously  the  place  which  thev 
ocoiijj.v.t  in  1725  in  present  madison  Co.,  Va.  Evidently  they  built 
some  sort  of  a  place  of  worship  soon  after  1725  which  they  used  until 
Hebron  Church  (still  standing)  was  built  in  1740.  They  were  not, 


however,  able  to  secure  a  pastor  until  1733  when  the  Rev,  John  Caspar 
St o ever  cane  to  serve  the  German  congregation  in  the  wilderness. 

The  petition  given  above  suggests  the  reason  of  their  leaving  the 
fatherland,  what  particular  arbitrary  prince  is  referred  to  in  the 
petition  is  not  known.  But  it  is  evident  that  in  the  spirit  of  many  of 
their  fellow-countrymen  they  were  seeking  relief  from  political  or"1 
economic  oppression.  Since  they  were  of  the  orthodox  Lutheran  faith 
they  were  probably  not  seeking  religious  liberty.  Apparently  Governor 
Penn,  friend  of  liberty,  had  sent  the  oppressed  a  particular  invita¬ 
tion  and  to  the  land  of  Penn  they  intended  to  go  but  fate  willed 
otherwise. 

The  history  of  Michael  Clore  and  his  family  no  doubt  closely  paral¬ 
leled  thatof  the  others  of  the  colony  for  eight  years,  when  the  free¬ 
dom  which  had  so  long  eluded  their  grasp  became  theirs  in  reality 
they  sought  ohe  frontier  and  the  virgin  soil  on  which  to  build  their 
homes.  They  undoubtedly  still  met  the  hardships  of  pioneer  life  but 
ao  last  they  enjoyed  freedom.  They  seem  to  have  lived  on  friendly 
terns  with  the  red  man.  sent  two  of  their  number  (the  uetition 

says  tnree)  no  Euro pe^to  Secure  a  pastor^  Their  first  permanent  v 
church,  later  called  Hebron,  was  built  in  1740,  which  was  used  as  a 
place  of  worship  by  Michael  Clore  and  by  his  descendants  for  two 
generations  until  they  began  to  disperse  about  1800,  and  is  used  hv 
some  of  his  descendants  to  this  day.  The  writer  visited  this  church 
in  the  summer  of  1931.  It  tUi/MUt  is  located  about  a  mile  and  a 
halfl  north  of  Madison  Court*  House,  near  the  White  Oak  Run,  which  a/^ 
isrther  on  empties  into  the  Robinson  River.  The  building 
io  *said  to  be  the  oldest  Lutheran  church  in  America  with  an  unbroken 
h.isto-y,  .Carved  in  large  characters  on  one  of  the  massive  beams  '  the 
date  1740.  One  does  not  readily  forget  his  feelings  when  for  a  few 


minutes  he  stands  within  the  sacred  precincts  of  his  fathers. 


no  re 
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for  several  decades  the  various  generations  of  the  Clore  family  worship¬ 
ped  and  were  baptised.  The  church  is  on  an  eminence/:/  that  commands  a 
view  over  the  valley  where  the  ancestral  acres  lay.  rn  Marked  graves  on 
their  own  lands  rest  the  mortal  remains  of  those  who  braved  the  perils 
of  the  sea  and  of  the  wilderness  to  achieve  the  ideals  of  liberty  and  to 
build  homes  for  their  posterity.  Their  sacrifices  have  helped  make  the 

greatness  of  America.  To  them  we  of  this  generation  owe  a  debt  that 
can  never  be  repaid, 

Irom  this  point  we  follow  the  records  as  they  pertain  to  Michael  Clone, 
specifically.  He  became  a  large  land  owner.  Prom  the  Land  Office  at  Hilh- 
none! ,  Va,  Patent  Book  12,  page  477,  we  obtain  the  description  of  his 
first  patent,  dated  June  24,  1726;

The  exact  location  of  this  patent  can  be  positively  identified.  It  lay 


about  five  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  the  Hadison  County  C.  H. ,  north 
of  the  Robinson  River.  The  modern  village  Criglersville  is  on/,  the’wester; 
part  of  the  patent.  lust  below  Michael  Clone’s  patent  of  400  acres  and 
north  of  the  Robinson  River,  Jacob  Crigler  patented  400  acres,  Sept.  28, 
1728,  with  same  lengths  and  angles  as  those  of  Michael  Clone’s  patent. 

The  description  of  J aoob  Crigler’ s  patent  shows  that  his  western  line  was 
exactly  coterminous  with  Michael  Clone’s  eastern  line.  And  by  a  series 
of  papers  existing  today  Jacob  Crigler’ s  eastern  boundary  can  be  exactly 
located  at  about  four  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of  Edison  County  C.  H. 


Between  the  ///  Clore  and  Crigler  patents  is  a  stream,  at  one  time  called 
"Caere's  Run",  running  in  a  general  way  parallel  with  the  boundary.  This 
St  r,  :  we  shall  see  later,  was  the  occasion  of  an  argument  between 
Micnael  Clone  and  Susanna  Crigler,  widow  of  the  above  Jacob  Crigler. 

If  we  draw  a  plan  of  these  two  patents,  and  if  Jacob  Crigler' 3  north- 
west  corner  egactly  coincides  with  Michael  Clone’s  northeast  comer

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it  Will  plainly  appear  that  the  description  of  Liichael  Clone's  patent 
is  correct  only  in  a  general  way.  Either  the  acreage  was  somewhat  less 
than  4-00  or  else  we  shall  have  to  give  the-  northern  lines  of  both  Clone 
ahd  Crigler  a  greater  angle  than  north  seventy  degrees  west.  There  is 
abundant  evidence  that  these  first  patents  were  carelessly  node.'

3760  ( V  end  month  not  .found)  Michael  C.uore  sold  to  his  ,f loving  son 
Peter  Clare''  two  separate  pieces  of  land  containing  446  acres  on  the 
north  side  of  Robinson  River,  one  of  which  tracts  "the  said  Michael 
and  Peter  now  live  on",  the  said  Michael  reserving  the  right  to 
keep  the  land  till  his  death.  This  deed  was  signed  John  Michael 
Clone,  nis^  ■  iai .  xhis  is  the  only  instance  found  in  which  the  nama 
is  given  thus .  ae  shall  probably  have  to  accept  it  as  his  baptis¬ 
mal  name. 

In  November ,  1744,  xuichael  Cloar  sued  one  Timothy  Terrell  for  as¬ 
sault  and  Dau.erm  Suit  was  dismissed  by  mutual  consent.  They  seem 
to  have  become  friends  again  for  we  find  Michael  Clore  selling  to 
Timothy  Terrell,  Aug.  21,  1745,  197  acres  which  he  had  bought  at 
oheij.lf  ocile ,  Aug.  20,  1740#  Another  dispute  of  Michael  Clore 

goes  back  to  July  15,  1735,  on  which  date  Michael  Claure  petitions 
•the  court  to  be  allowed  to  build  a  water  grist  mill  on  Claure 5 s  Run 
and  sir  «,es  that  Susanna  Crig^ler  whose  land  lies  opposite  has  re¬ 
fused  to  sell  him  an  acre  of  land  for  that  use  and* prays  for  an 
order  from  the  court  to  compel  her  to  sell  him  this  acre.  The  court 

appoints  ni chard  Birdine,  William  Rush,  and  Jacob  Broyle  to  meet 

and  view  the  land  of  Susanna  Crigler  and  if  the  land  takes  not  away 

housing ,  Ox  chores ,  or  other  immediate  conveniences  they  are  to 

value  the  said  land  and  put  Michael  Claure  in  possession  thereof 

provided  Michael  Claure  pays  down  the  money.  Perhaps  Michael  Clore 
thougnt  that  Susanna  Crigler  should  have  yielded  to  his  wish  for  the 
reason  that  he  (with  George  Utz)  had  signed  the  bond  of  Susanna 
Creagler  asadmx  of  Jacob  Creggler,  dec'd,  Apr.  3,  1734.  It  seems 
.likely  that ^ id  not  succeed  in  this  attempt  for  we  find  that  on 
Sept.  17,  1741,  Zack  Taylor  at  the  request  of  Michael  Clore  laid 
off  one  acre  out  of  Philip  Roote’s  land  on  which  to  build  a 
mill,  1 he  surveyor  has  added  a  note,  "I  think  the  land  may  be 
worth  half  a  crown" •  The  position  of  this  mill  has  not  been 
found. 

°n  Aug.  2,  1727  Mr.  Robert  Spottswood  asks  the  court  to  remove 
Michael  nolt  as  surveyor  of  the  "Mountain  Road"  and  to  appoint 
Michael  Clore  in  his  place.  Petition  was  granted.  (It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  place  in  which  Michael  Clore  lived  was  in 
Spotsylvania  So.,  until  1734,  Orange  until  1748,  and  later  in  Cul¬ 
peper  Co,),  From  the  Spotsylvania  Order  Book,  1728,  we  obtain 
the  following:

John  Caspar  Stoever  and  Augustine  Stoever  were  the  same  nan) .  The  voyage 
to  Germany  was  made  and  the  men  were  successful  in  their  efforts  to  raise 
money  for  the  building  of  a  church  but  the  Rev.  Augustine  Stoever  died 
on  the  return  voyage  and  was  buried  at  sea.  His  son,  John  Caspar  Stoever, 
Jr.,  was  his  executor,  and  some  dispute  arising  over  the  disposition  of 
the  money  raised,  on  May  24,  1740,  Michael  Clore  and  George  Utz,  described 
as  the  Elders  of  the  German  congregation,  sued  him  for  11  pounds,  of  which 
they  recovered  7  pounds  and  3  shillings.  On  Aug.  29,  1740  a  letter  of 
thanks  to  their  benefactors  in  Germany  was  sent,  signed  by  George  Samuel

himself  bound  to  liichael  Ciore,  his  father,  and  Anne  Elizabeth/  Clare 
his  mother-in-law  (stepmother),  to  the  sum  of  500  pounds,  the  conditio 
being  that  Michael  is  to  live  undisturbed  on  the  plantation  where  he 
now  lives  after  his  death  Anne  Elizabeth  Ciore  is  to  live  there  till 
her  death. 

Michael  Claw  made  his  will  £}i  May  10,  1762,  probated  Men  17,  1763 
in  Culpeper  Co.,  Va.  (His  son  Peter* s  will  was  probated  the  same  day) * 
This  will  will  appear  in  full  in  the  Appendix.  He  mentions  wife 
Elizabeth;  sons  John  and  Peter  Clawr  (who  are  named  as  executors; 
daughter  Agness  Margaret,  wife  of  Michael  0  * Neale;  daughter  Margaret, 
wife  of  Paul  Leatherer;  grandchildren,  the  children  of  daughter 
Catharine,  formerly  the  wife  of  Martin  Walk  (name  given  rs  .  nllick  in 
the  deed  of  May  19,  1735) ;  and  his  heirs,  the  children  of  Georae 

Clawr,  dec*d.  The  will  was  witnessed  by  Christopher  Kreeglar,  Henry 
Jones,  and  George  Row.  This  will  was  exhibited  to  court  by  John 
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Clore,  "the  surviving  executor  therein  named”.  Elizabeth  Claw  re¬ 
nounced  in  court  all  benefit  accruing  to  her  by  said  will.  She  ap¬ 
parently  had  married  Michael  Clore  only  recently,  she  certainly  was  not 
the  mother  of  his  children,  and  probably  had  means  from  other  sources 
sufficient  to  maintain  her.  She  died  before  dune  19,  1766,  on  which 
date  her  estate  was  appraised. 

The  inventory  of  Michael  Clore  (which  will  appear  in  the  Appendix)  was 
presented  to  court,  Apr,  21,  1763,  by  the  appraisers  George  Holt,  Adam 

Wayland,  and  one  other  (name  undecipherable).  The  will  and  inventory 

of  Michael  Clore  show  that  he  was  well  do  do,  for  those  tidies,  lie  had

inventory  was  also  considerable.  Aside  from  stock,  tools,  utensils 
and  furniture  he  owned  seven  negro  slaves  (and  his  will  does  not  di¬ 
rect  that  any  of  them  be  granted  their  freedom).  Notes  and  bonds, 
some  in  large  amounts,  were  due  the  estate  from  Llichael  Leatherer, 
Adam  Fisher,  John  Clore,  Michael  Oneale,  Peter  Glore,  Adam  Cool:, 

Adam  Broyle,  George  Samuel  Plug,  Christopher  Crigler,  and  Matthew 
Sslser.  It  appears  that  he  was  able  to  fulfil  in  some  degree  the  role 
of  the  modern  banker. 

We  may  be  certain  that  Michael  Clore  died  March,  1763.  The  date  of 
his  can  only  be  conjectured.  He  was  old  enough  to  be  the  head 

of  a  family  in  1717.  Some  of  his  children  were  very  evidentlv  born 
in  Germany.  Ills  son  John  was  old  enough  to  be  associated  with  him  in 
the  1728  patent  though  that  fact  would  not  indicate  that  John  was 
necessarily  of  age.  Two  of  Michael’s  daughters  appear  to  have  been 
married  in  1755  (perhaps  earlier).  He  was  old  enough  to  be  a  leader 
in  the  colony  and  the  church  as  early  as  1730.  In  view  of  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  we  may  say  that  he  was  born  not  far  from  1690 „  At  his 
death  he  had  wife  Anne  Elizabeth  who  was  certainly  not  the  mother  of 
his  children*  The  deed  of  Hov.  15,  1750  gives  his  wife’s  name  then  as 
Barbara.  She  was  probably  the  mother  of  his  children  though  of  course 
there  may  have  been  a  still  earlier  wife  of  whom  no  record  Ms  been 
preserved.  The  order  of  birth  of  his  children  is  not  known  certainly* 
John  v.ould  appear  to  have  been  the  oldest  son  since  he  is  associated 
with  his  father  in  the  patent  of  1728,  The  two  daughters  Agnes  Mar¬ 
garet  and  Catharine  were  probably  among  the  oldest  children  since  they 
were  married  in  17350  Since  Peter  Clore  seems  to  have  married  about 
1747  he  was  probably  younger  than  his  brother  ^'eorge.  \1  e  therefore 
give  the  children  of  Michael  Clore  (1)  in  the  followin  order:

Klorin  appear  as  sponsors  of 
James  Grickler,  son  of  Christopher,  So  it  is  evident  that  between 
1768  and  1775  Dorothy,  the  first  v.lfe  of  John  Clore,  had  died  and  he 
had  married  again.  His  first  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Michael  Kaifer 
(Kaffer,  Cafer) ,  a  member  of  the  1717  colony,  whose  will,  dated  Dec. 

28,  1762,  probated  Nov.  17,  1768,  in  Culpeper  Co.,  Va,  mentions 
daughters  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Adam  G-arr,  Barbara,  wife  of  John  Weaver, 
Mary,  wife  of  George  Utz,  Margaret,  v.lfe  of  Nicholas  Crigler,  and 
Dorothy,  wife  of  John  Clcre.  Hahn  Chore’s  children  were  evidently  all 
by  his  first  wife,  Dorothy  Kaifer.  He  made  will  Dec.  2,  1779,  probated 
Oune  20,  1785,  in  Culpeper  Co.,  va.  The  will  was  witnessed  by  John 
Hume,  Acrey  Berry,  Philip  Chelf,  Henry  Lewis,  by  another,  name  unde¬ 
cipherable,  and  Chrisr.  Crigler.  Sons  Michael  &  John  Clore  and 
son- in-law  John  Stanciver  are  named  as  executors.  Testator  mentions 
wife  Katherine  and  children  Michael,  John,  George,  Hilley.  Anne  and 
Prances.  ^Kis  daughter  Margaret  who  had  married  Leonard  Crisler  is  not 
mentioned  or  his  daughter  (Jemima' ,  wife  of  John  Stanciver.  The  entire 
will  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

Peter  Cl  ore  ’  s  v-i  13 
was  probated  first,  wnich  i cict  may  be  an  indication  itihat  lie  died 
first,  his  will,  which  will  appear  in  full  in  the  Appendix,  was  wit¬ 
nessed  by  Samuel  Plug  (the  German  pastor),  Michael  Leatherer,  and 
Nicholas  Crigler.  The  testator  appointed  John  Clore  and  John  Yager 
(his  brother  and  his  wife’s  brother)  as  executors.  They  both  re¬ 
nounced  the  executorship  and  the  widow  Barbara  Clore  was  made  executor. 
He  bequeathes  to  wife  Barbara  his  house  and  plantation  on  which  he 
was  then  living  with  50  acres.  To  son  Adam  Clore  he  bequeathed  210 
acres  joining  Paul  Leatherer;  to  son  Solomon  Clone  he  leaves  200  acres 
joining  Adam  Clore  and  running  from  one  mountain  to  the  other;  to  son 
Loses  Clore  he  leavesBOO  acres  joining  Solomon  Clore  and  the  plantation 
the  testator  was  then  living  on;  also  personalties  are  left  to  daugh¬ 
ters  Belli ah  Clore,  Elizabeth  Clore,  and  Susanna  Clore.  On  June  16. 
1763  in  Culpeper  Co.,  Va,  Adam  Clore  chose  his  mother  Barbara  Chore  as 
his  guardian.  The  court  appointed  her  as  guardian  also  of  her  other 
children,  namely,  Solomon,  Delilah,  Elizabeth,  Loses,  and  Susanna,  pif 
of  whom  are  described  as  under  14  years  of  age,  therefore  not  compe¬ 
tent  to  choose  their  guardian.  The  order  here  given  is  in  all  nroba- 
bility  the  order  of  their  ages  and  agrees  with  the  order  in  which  thev 
are  named  in  Peter  Clore’ s  will  excepting  that  he  names  sons  first  and 
daughters  last.  Adam  was  the  only  child  above  14  hence  we  may  assume 
he  was  born  about  1747  or  1748  and  since  Adam  is  described  as  nearly 
100  years  old  when  he  died  in  1845  this  date  can  not  be  far  wrong. 
Barbara,  the  wife  of  Peter,  was  born  in  1750,  as  we  shall  see  below, 
and  would  be  of  a  marriageable  age  about  1747.

C lor e .  The  author  -Jrffrfcfc  published  a  brief  account  of  this  f sully  in 
the  'william  and  Mary  quarterly,  January,  1918  issue,  as  part  of  his 
article  on  the  German  Colony  of  1717,  and  i3  preparing  at  this  tjb  e 
to  write  a  much  more  extensive  history.  The  line  begins  with  one 
Hi  c  ha  el  HI  or  (spelled  by  his  descendants  as  Clore  and  Glore)  who  erne 
from  Germany  to  Virginia  on  the  same  boat  with  John  Broyles  and  Nicho¬ 
las  Yager,  in  1717.  He  seems  to  have  prospered  in  a  material  way  and 
was  prominent  in  the  history  of  Ilebron  Lutheran  Church,  being  at  one 
time  an  elder.  Ills  lend  was  on  the  east  side  of  Robinson  River  in 
present  Hadison  Co.,  Va.  He  had  wife  Barbara  in  1750  who  was  the 
mother  of  his  children  (unless  there  was  an  earlier  wife).  His  wife 
when  he  died  was  Elizabeth.  He  made  will  Hay  10,  1762,  probated  in 
Culpeper  County  (of  which  Madison  was  then  a  part),  13c h  17,  1763.

Rynal  (also  Rimel.  Rimal,  etc.)*  Philip  Rymel  appears  in  the  1784 
census  of  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  Ho  is  probably  identical  with  the 
Philip  Rymal  who  later  is  found  in  the  records  of  Washington  Co.  , 

Tenn.  He  was  probably  the  father  of  Jacob  Rynal  who  married  Prances 
Broyles  (804)  in  ’Washington  Co.,  Tenn.,  July  87,  1815,  Polly  Rime! 
who  married  Samuel  Swatzell  in  Greene  Co.,  Tenn,,  Sept.  85,  1888,  nay 
have  been  the  daughter  of  Philip  Rynal,  John  Rynal* s  family  had  a 
greater  number  of  alliances  with  the  Broyles  family  than  did  the 
Philip  Rynal  line.  Joint  Rynal  does  not  appear  in  the  1784  census  of 
Rockingham  Co.,  Va,  but  it  is  certain  that  ho  lived  there  before  con¬ 
ing  to  Tennessee.  The  date  of  his  birth  has  not  been  found  but  he 
died  in  Grcene  Co.,  Tenn,,  either  in  or  shortly  before  August,  1889, 
at  which  tine  Jacob  Hoyle,  admr  of  John  Rimel,  dcc,d,  brings  suit 
against  John  ^royles  for  a  snail  debt  due  the  estate.

Apr.  86,  1786,  to  Rebecca  Lincoln,  sister  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the 
grandfather  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln,  She  died  in  Greene  Co., 
Tenn.,  September,  1840,  in  the  home  of  Alexander  Broyles  (518)  where 
she  seems  to  have  been  visiting  when  surprised  by  her  last  illness.

Broyles  (v/ife  of  Alexander  Broyles,  518)  rnd  Polly  Ik uk  (undoubtedly 
number  805,  and  the  mother  of  El  izabeth  Broyles J  .  On  Feb,  0,  1841 
in  Greene  Co.,  Tenn.,  Jacob  Rymal,  Isaac  Rynal,  John  Rymel.  George 
Rymel,  John  Good,  John  Fellers  and  Betsy  Fellers,  Asa  Bailey  (said  to 
be  error  for  Bayles)  and  Delila  Bailey  (or  Beyles),  and  Jacob  Good 
served  notice  that  they  would  offer  this  nuncupative  will  for  probate, 
notice  being  served  on  Jacob  Seaton  and  wife  3al3-y  Seaton,  foiaierly 
Sally  Rynal,  Betsy  Hiller,  formerly  Betsy  Rimal,  Polly  Bird,  formerly 
Polly  Rymal,  John  Williamson  and  Dorcas  Williamson,  his  wife,  former¬ 
ly  Bore a o  Rynal,  Those  who  served  this  notice  and  those  o  non  i o

Lincoln  or  tho  husbands  of  descendants.  Jacob  Good  and  John  Good  were 
probably  the  sons  of  Emanuel  Good  who  married  Haney  Rynile  (sic),  Jan,  5, 
1811,  Washington  Co.,  'x‘enn.  The  omission  of  Nancy*  s  name  in  the  above 
record  may  indicate  that  she  had  predeceased  her  mother.  A  similar  expla¬ 
nation  may  account  for  tho  appearance  of  the  names  John  Fellers  end 
Betsy  Fellers,  and  of  Asa  Bailey  (Bayles?)  and  Delila  Bailey  (Bayles?). 

Or  of  course  Betsy  and  Delila  may  both  have  been  born  Good  and  have  mar¬ 
ried  men  named  John  Fellers  and  Asa  Bailey  (Bayles?).  On  the  basis  of
